T is certainly a valid question at this 
Bjesese to ask whether consolidation of 

the National Soccer League into one 14 
team (now 13) competition is proving a 
success. 


Perhaps the interim answer is a guarded ‘yes’, 
but there are many aspects to evaluate and 
some answers will only emerge in the course of 
the season. 

At the outset it should be observed that the 
inopportune wind-up of Sydney City cost the 
League a few thousand admissions per week. 

Clubs were hit in the hip pocket nerve, and 
especially those who might have enjoyed big 
receipts from a Slickers’ visit. 

Next, on the vital point of the standard of 
football, it would be fair to estimate a 30% rise 
from 1986. 

To date there is little evidence that major 
clashes are drawing as well as might have been 
expected. 

And, on top of that the fever-pitch divisional 
finals will be non-existent. 

Although promotion and relegation has been 
made more understandable the throwing of 
Brisbane and the major development centres to 
the wolves will be proved to be counter-produc- 
tive in the medium term. 

Few will deny that the purpose of the 1986 
‘rules’ was to assist the main Melbourne clubs 
over their hurdie, but have they? 

The attendance figures don’t bear this out. 

To Round 8 there have been 167,068 people 
attending league matches , to the extent that 
they can be bplieved. 

We say to that extent because the League 
continues to leave itself in a ridiculous position 
by allowing the Melbourne club crowds to be 
roughly estimated in round thousands. , 

It Is high time that the clubs themselves learnt 
to count and became realistic. In fact the Execu- 
tive, headed by Mr Sam Papasavas, has a duty 
of care to the code to act immediately. 

Percentage wise Sydney has 53% of the 
attendances, Melbourne 38% and Adelaide 9% 
to date. 

Sydney’s margin per game runs further ahead 
as It has five teams to Melbourne’s.seven. And 
there probably would be an additional increase 
because the figures from Sydney are more be- 
lievable. 

Out of the picture is Brisbane, which deserves 
one club, possibly playing on headquarters at 
Perry Park. 

Just because there is promotion and relega- 
tion overseas does not mean that it fits in Aus- 
tralian Soccer any more than it does in Austra- 
lan rules or rugby league. 

Wollongong and Canberra still have potential, 
and possibly Newcastle could get its act 
together some way in the future. 

Not much can be said for the ‘system’ used to 
eliminate these cities, and there still remains big 
possibilities in two 10 team north and south 
regional leagues, playing at least three rounds. 

Many reasons can be advanced for the Mel- 
bourne crowd slump and that includes a num- 
ber of sub-standard grounds. 

in NSW, Queensland and the ACT there are 
huge resevoirs of players who back up the 
game. 

They bring little through the gate, but they 
provide a latent back up and a big resevoir of 
talent. 

Overall there appears to be seven players in 
NSW for each one in Victoria. 

The management survey of the Victorian Soc- 
cer Federation should see that the juniors are 
decentralised and district Associations allowed 
to grow. 

To do otherwise is to continue to lock the 
expansion of the playing side of the sport in jail 
and throw away the key. 

Realistically looking back at the present 
attendances, it can be seen that two clubs — 
Sydney Croatia and Sydney Olympic — provide 
30% of the league total crowds between them. 

Sydney Croatia’s average home attendances 
exceed 7000 and Sydney Olympic 5000. it is no 
accident that, after allowing for Olympic’s 
slump, these are clubs who have quality players 
and who are prepared to go out and attack. 

Of the others it is probably APIA-Leichhardt 
who have done so much and are reaping the 
benefits at the gate.

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BIG ‘OLLIE’ DOESN'T SCARE EASILY 


BY GREG BLAKE 


BIG Peter Ollerton rarely shirked a challenge as a player and he’s always maintained 
his hard-hitting style as a coach. 

In the next few months he may have to summon all his courage and commitment as 
he takes on one of his most challenging roles as coach of Melbourne Croatia. 


The role of first team boss 
at Croatia hasn’t been a posi- 
tion anyone would relish in 
recent times. 

At last count Melbourne 
Croatia had managed to hire 
and fire 11 coaches since 
1981, but that record doesn’t 
scare ‘Ollie’. 

The big, blond former 
Socceroo has carried his 
playing traits into his 
coaching — outspoken, 
tough and prepared to let his 
record stand as testimony to 
his success or failure. 


But Melbourne Croatia is 
still a club in crisis and Oller- 
ton now faces as demanding 
a period as any in his career 
— including the World Cup 
Finals action he saw as a 
player in West Germany in 
1974. 

Expectations are high and 
the fans are anxious. 

For many supporters vi- 
sions of 1986 are still fresh of 
their beloved Melbourne 
Croatia taking all before it in 
the pre-season before failing 
dismally in the League. 


The 1987 season has 
started in the same fashion 
— ‘the Buffalo Cup and 
Ansett Challenge Shield 
tucked safely back in the tro- 
phy cupboard but in the 
league it has been a little bet- 
ter than average start. 


Croatia coach of just four 
months Terry Hennessey 
has already bitten the dust 
with an unfortunate illness. 


Now Ollerton, Hennes- 
sey’s assistant until two 
weeks back, takes over at 
the helm of a squad upon 
which near enough to 
$100,000 was spent in the 
closed season. 


“T can’t judge what hap- 
pened here last year because 
I wasn’t at the club” Oller- 
ton told ASW. 

“This year we won the 
Buffalo Cup and Challenge 
Shield but the pre-season 
competitions are just a drop 
in the ocean. 


“The clubs involved are 
changing players, playing 
people out of position, there 
are injuries and really pre- 
season form is not a major 
factor. 

“Somebody has to win 
these competitions and it 
just so happens that in 1986 
and this year it was us.” 

“I really think the situa- 
tion at Croatia is being 
blown up at this stage be- 
cause we’re still the leading 
side in Melbourne and only 
three points from the top of 
the table. 

“We're not doing too bad- 
ly. Hopefully from now we'll 
be able to change around 
what happened last season.” 


Assisting 
Ollerton started 1987 
as assistant to Hennes- 


sey after rejecting an 
offer from Heidelberg 


IAN WALLACE 


to take over the first 


team there when Roy 
McLaren resigned. 
Ollerton declined the 


Heidelberg offer and de- 
cided to work with Hennes- 
sey and his potentially excit- 
ing new-look Croatia and a 
matter of months later he 
has found himself in charge. 


“I was thrilled when I was 


offered the job but at the 
same time I was supporting 
Terry”, Ollerton explained. 

“Yd joined thinking that 
one day down the line, if ’'d 
done my job weil, I might get 
a chance as coach here. 


“T didn’t think the chance 
would come as quickly as it 
has done but I’m looking for- 
ward to the opportunity and 
T hope it will be successfull.”” 


Ollerton described Hen- 
nessey’s departure this way. 

“Two or three weeks ago 
Terry suffered illness prob- 
lems and that started it all,” 
he said. 

“He was unable to attend 
training, he found it difficult 
coping with his job, Soccer 
and the illness, and in the 
end the pressures of trying to 
win games all built on top of 
him. 

“He’s not the type of 
bloke to want to resign and 
the board and players sup- 
ported him but in the end he 
just decided to walk away. 

“Before the Heidelberg 
game he decided to give it 
another bash and came back 
but at a committee meeting 
the following Thursday 
night a few of the board 
members had changed their 
minds and were against him 
continuing in the job. 

“They thought that even if 
he did come back he 
mightn’t be able to hold the 
job for the remainder of the 
season.

evident which will help the 
coach, and in the long term 
the clubs. 

To steer the teams in the 
right direction it is necessary 
to have a purpose from 
which will emerge a number 
of factors concerning the 
club and or the team. A 
number of factors may be 
Jong term, but short term 
objectives can be set to help 
achieve the purpose. 


In practical terms the 
coach must be given time to 
blend his players into a unit 
suitable to their individual 
and collective talents. 

He must be given time to 
develop young players 
which unfortunately does 
not always go hand in hand 
with winning champion- 
ships. 


Day’s End 


In the end the quality 
of our players and our 
game stands or falls on 
the standard of its 
teacher and coaches. 

They shape the future and 
they will only succeed if they 
are men who believe in the 
game and are not merely 
mercenaries. 

They must have know- 
ledge and the expertise to 
pass it on and they must have 
time and facilities. 

There are people around 
who believe that coaching 
has ruined our game. 

Bad coaching hasn't 
helped but coaches like all 
skilled personnel, do not be- 
come a finished product 
overnight. 


Coaches and players need 
to learn their trade in the 
same way that accountants 
and surveyors or carpenters 
and clectrictians have to 
learn theirs. 


It is apparent that some 
coaches are splashing out on 
the transfer market in an 
attempt to buy early success. 
Others cannot buy because 
the club cannot produce the 
dollars. 

In both cases the end re- 
sult could well depend on the 
ability of the coach to get 
down to the nitty gritty of the 
.game on training nights. 

His ability to blend their 
defensive qualities _ with 
their attacking flair and his 
ability to recognise indi- 
vidual talents in his players 
and to allow them freedom 
to express our talents are pa- 
ramount. 


Spectators and adminis- 
trators will always disagree 
concerning team selection, 
but coaches should remem- 
ber that the team the specta- 


tor selects never plays, 
therefore never loses.

mished their immacualte re- 
cord when they went down 
to England’s currently rele- 
gated side Aston Villa.

Rummi- 
nigge (Karl-Heinz’s young 
brother), and Lothar Matth- 
aeus, rated West Germany's 
best player this year. 
Matthaeus was the man 
that tried to mark Maradona 
out of the match in the 
World Cup Finals last year.

Porto has three Brazilian 
players which alone prom- 
ises a great degree of unpre- 
dictability.

4 ing, competitive games of Soccer. 


Players give themselves 
completely to winning a 
place in the sun of Wembley 
for the final, the most gla- 
morous club game in world 
Soccer. 

Such was the semi-final 
between Coventry and 
Leeds. 


Every player poured his- 
melf into the game, never 
flinching in the face of physi- 
cal challenge, each player 
throwing himself into tack- 
les as though his life de- 
pended on the winning of 
them. 


Yet the tackles were in- 
variably fair, a spit of 
sportsmanship pervaded the 
game, there were no. in- 
juries, but lots of skilful 
play. 

Both teams kept the ball 
on the ground much of the 
time and there was some 
great long and short passing. 

I have seen games which 
have been more skilful, yet I 
rate the semi-final between 
Coventry. and Leeds the best 
game of Soccer I have ever 
seen. 

This personal rating is 
based on the intensity of the 
battle which raged on the 
field at Hillsborough, in 
Sheffield. 


A battle full of skills, cour- 
age, fitness and fair play. 

A lone goal gave the result 
to Coventry. 

From the great qualities 
they displayed, I knew they 
would stretch Tottenham all 
the way in the final. 

So it proved. 

As the FA Cup final went 
into extra time, the fitness 
and character of this uncele- 
brated team was potent. 


Once they went in front 
they always looked a 
winner. 

Tottenham 
traditionally in their long 
history have played ex- 
hilarating, skilful Soccer. 

It is not the sort of grin- 

ding, percentage Soccer that 
usually takes team to league 
championships in England. 
However, the flair, with 
sufficient back up of com- 
mitment, can often be sus- 
tained through a Cup run. 
So it has proved for Spurs, 
who haye played in more 
Cup finals than any other 
team in England.

What impresses in the 
British game is the manli- 
ness of the way it is played. 
In a previous article we 
spoke of the manliness of 
Scottish Soccer. So it is in 
England. 
Players seldom feign in- 
jury. It is looked down upon. 
Players seldom cripple 
one another with deliberate 
fouls. 


There is a_ strong 
Players Union in Eng- 
land which fights for 
players’ rights and also 
encourages players to

one another on the field 
and not take away one 
another's livelihood 
with cynical or brutal 
tackling. 


So the game has charac- 
ter. You do not give up. 

It also often lacks skill of 
sufficient quality, inventive- 
ness, flair and creative in- 
telligence. 


The Cup final was an ex- 
cpetion and the commenta- 
tors found it difficult not to 
be overcome by the free 
flowing, skilful contest 
helped by a capable and 
sensible referee. 

But the players assisted 
the referee. 

They were not kicking one 
another all day, not ges- 
ticulating, not making tum- 
bles worse than they were, 
not feigning injury. 


That is a great quality in 


_ the British game and I hope 


they do not lose it. 


It is an example to some 
playing professional Soccer 
in European and South 
America who are skilful, but 
bring their game down with 
kicking, tripping, spitting, 
shirt pulling, over the ball 
tackles and all manner of 
cynical play which makes re- 
ferees’ lives so hard and kills 
Soccer as a spectacle.

countries while making it 
more attractive for specta- 
tors at club games. 

Our competitive society 
breeds competitive Soccer 
players. That can be excel- 
lent as we seek improve- 
ment. 

But not if we seek to 
stimulate the competitive 
level so much that it spills 


over into violent play where 
skill is squashed. 

Coaches and referees are 
the most critical influences 
in allowing skill to flourish. 

If coaches do it right and 
referees get it right, players 
will produce more games 
like the FA Cup final which 
was a shining adornment to 
Soccer.

Farrow cracked his tibia 
34 minutes into Queens- 
land's final game against 
Auckland. He is expected 
to be sidelined for at least 


eight weeks. 
Last year, state team 
custodian Kim Wishart 


broke his feg in a national 
league game for Brisbnae 
City and only returned to 
the playing field six weeks 
ago. 

Although Farrow 
showed great bravery af- 
ter the injury and during 
the painful trip home, the 
leg break overshadowed 
what had been a brilliant 
tour for Bruce Stowell’s 
Maroons. 

Queensland were unde- 
feated in the Quandrangu- 
lar Auckland FA Centen- 
ary tournament which 
also involved Auckland, 
and the national teams of 
Tahiti and New Caledonia. 

But the winner's trophy 
went to the hosts who 
scored two wins and a 
draw to Queensiand’s one 
win and two draws. 

The Maroons and Auck- 
land opened the tourna- 
ment with 4-0 wins over 
Tahiti and New Caledonia 
respectively, but Queens- 
land could only play a 
scorless draw with New 
Caledonia in the second 
match as Auckland 
downed Tahiti 2-0.

A CARETAKER committee has been put in charge of former National 
League club Azzurri Brisbane City. 

Trust Members stepped in and called an emergency general meet- 
ing when the 15-member board, appointed only months ago dwin- 
dled to just three people. 


The caretaker committee features many of the club members who steered City during its 
NSL days but stepped down last year. The club was taken over by a Tony Bellino-led com- 


mittee. 


Bellino, who invited several of his friends to become involved with Brisbane City, was 
named last week in a Four Corners program into organised crime in Queensland. He has since 
been quoted as saying he intends to take a two month holiday overseas. 

Back at the helm of the club now is Sam Pappalardo, the immediate past president. 

“The committee members found themselves in a position where they were unable to cope,” 


said Pappalardo, a trustee member and the likely president-elect. 


Pappalardo, who had been the driving force behind Brisbane City for many years, said a 
special general meeting would be called in a month to formalise a new committee. 

But he added the caretaker committee Would have to act immediately to stablise the club. 

“There are many rumours, but they are not true. The club’s position is no worse than before 
and our future is definitely safe,” Pappalardo said. 

“But we believe there have been monies spent in the wrong areas and we will have new 


negotiations with our coach and our players within the next week. 


“But we believe we have a very good coach and our players are trying their best so we do not 


expect any big changes.” 


City were XXXX League leaders in round 5 but in recent weeks have started to slip down 
the table. On hearing the news of the committee change Azzurri coach Juan Cutillas im- 
mediately asked the new caretaker committee to honor the two-year terms the previous 


committee had offered him. 


Cutillas said he did not have a written contract, but that had only been because the former 
committee and been slow to produce the document, despite his continued requests. 

“I am very happy at the club and I want to stay here,”’ Cutillas said. 

“This year we are consolidating, and I think our results so far show that, but next year will be 


when we will make our big punch.”” 


LIONS’ $4000 WHEELER DEAL 


QUEENSLAND striker Dave Wheeler hopes to be partnered again 
sometime in the future with former Coalstars team-mate Mark Bru- 
sasco despite their parting in the transfer sensation of the Queens- 
land Soccer season a week ago. 


Wheeler, 24, went from 
Coalstars to Lions for $4000 
after the former NSL club 
dumped and re-registered 
Irish import Dave Richard- 
son. Richardson had been 
playing consistently without 
starring and the club ex- 
pected more from a visa 
import. 


“I can’t work with a committee that says one thing at the 


beginning of the seson and then something completely, diffe- 
rent six weeks later,” Spearritt said. 

“Our original aim was to just avoid relegation, but now 
they want to be higher on the table. To do that you have got to 
buy top players and I was never given the budget for that. 

“The knives came out and went straight into my back. I 
have got a business with a $1.4 million turnover, so I don’t 


need hassles with Soccer.” 


Rochedale president John Hancock confirmed that Spear- 
ritt’s business interests had swung the committee to consider 


anew man. 


“It’s not that we consider Eddie a bad coach. He is well- 
liked within the club. But we have now discovered we need a 
coach who can offer more time that what Eddie could with his 
business commitments,” Hancokc said. 

“We need someone who is constantly involved with the 
game and has their finger on the pulse. Someone who knows 
player movements and when to step in to grab a good youngs- 


ter and or an experienced player. 


“Although at the time of the split, Rochedale officials were 
Keeping quiet on their replacement, assistant coach Alan 
Hughes, the former Lions, Brisbane City and APIA NSL 
player, was the logical choice. But the club also was believed 
to have approached a leading Brisbane Soccer identity. 

Rochedale attempted to recently lure Jim Hermiston back 
to the playing field, and it is understood he may have been 
offered the club coaching position this time. 


The drastic de-registera- 
tion was needed to make 
way for wheeler, an English- 
man also playing in Austra- 
lia on a visa, as Lions also 
have Scots Frank Liddell 
and Jim Morton on their 
books. 

News of Wheeler’s switch 
broke during the recent 
Queensland tour of New 
Zealand where Wheeler and 
Brusasco paired up front in 
the unbeaten Maroons 
team. Their goal-producing 
combination for Queens- 
land mirrored some of their 
best games for Coalstars and 
Wheeler has no doubts that 
he has split the best striker 
duo in the state. 

“But the time was right for 
me to make a move. I had the 
opportunity before and I let 
it go. I wasn’t going to let it 
Pass again,” Wheeler said. 

“But I hope the New Zea- 
land tour wasn’t the last time 
I play alongside Mark. 
Naturally I hope we both 
keep our Queensland team 
places but perhaps we could 
be back together if Lions get 
back in the National League 
next year. 

“Mark is the best player I 
have ever played alongside, 
as far as complimenting my 
game. We just had an under- 
standing that meant we

It meant the Hawks were 
to be without the star state 
team midfielder for two 
games while most other 
clubs would lose their state 
players for only one game. 


“Everyone wrongly link- 
ed the two issues and im- 
mediately accused us of 
flooding our field. That’s 
complete rubbish and any- 
one who was at the field at 
the time of the inspection 
would have realised the 
overnight rain had made the 
ground unsafe,” said Hawks 
president Paul Lonton, 


Despite the official post- 
ponement, QSF president 
Tan Brusasco ordered from 
Auckland that the game be 
rescheduled and played be- 
fore the Queensland team 
returned.

THE latest tour farce — the cancellation of the Westay series involving Celtic, Manchester 
United and Nottingham Forest— again highlights the need for the Australian Soccer Federa 
tion to take charge of all series involving overseas teams. 


While all the details had 
not been revealed at the time 
of going to press, we believe 
the Westay Group, a Perth 
Promotions company, failed 
to lodge cash in the UK, and 
the British clubs refused to 
take off until their match 
fees had been assured. 


They were due to play two 
games in Adelaide — Celtic 
v Forest on Friday night and 
Celtic v United on Saturday 
(May 29 and 30) — before 
heading for two games in 
Perth then on to Jakarata 
where Indonesia was to join 
the tournament. 


Pre-sales in Adelaide 
were the best ever with more 
than $40,000 being handed 
over the SA Soccer Federa- 
tion’s headquarter’s counter 
at Hindmarsh Stadium. 


Fortunately the SASF has 


always been wary of any 
promoters, and as _ usual 
stuck to the “match first, 
payment later” principal. 

This means all fans who 
had bought tickets will be re- 
funded in full. 


Bookings were taken 
from Celtic _ supporters’ 
clubs in New Zealand, Vic- 
toria, NSW and Queens- 
land. 


“We feel terribly sorry for 
fans of all the clubs, but 
particularly the Celtic peo- 
ple who had spent so much 
time and money arranging 
the tip to Adelaide, said 
SASF secretary Mr Peter 
Nikolich. 


“But I can’t help laying 
some of the blame at the feet 
of the ASF which approved 
the Westay Group in the first 
place.” 


ASF Involved 


The ASF were in- 
volved through the 
Socceroos until SBS’s 
TV contract for the 
rights to the national 
team clashed with 
Westay’s TV plans and 
the Socceroos were 


dumped from _ the 
tournament. 
Sydney and Melbourne 


games were cancelled and 
Adelaide and Perth were on 
their own. 

But they did have assur- 
ances that Westay was fit to 
tun the series and the SA and 
WA Federations stuck to the 
agreement for games. 

When all did not seem 
well the SASF cabled each 
club for an assurance they 
would be coming to Aus- 


tralia. 

This was given, subject to 
final contract details which 
were described as a 
“formality.” 


The first signs of a major 
hiccup came when PRO, the 
UK promotions firm work- 
ing through Westay in- 
formed the SASF that no 
cash had been lodged in the 
UK. 

While Westay and PRO 
carry the can, it is Soccer 
which has been discredited 
— again! 

Recent tours under the 
ASF’s so-called - marketing 
arm have been financial di- 
sasters. 


But when the dust settled 
the ASF was never to blame. 

It is time they got their act 
together or the time will 
come when no overseas 
teams will agree to tour.

DEEP DOWN IN THE 
HEART OF TEXAS 


BY GRAHAM COOKE 


THE typical American Soccer player is middle 
class and female, Australian under-18 women’s 


coach Clive Mackillop says. 


This is the impression he 
has carried home to Can- 
berra after the Dallas Cup 
invitation tournament last 
month in which his team re- 
ched the semi-final. 


The Australians were 
beaten 5-0 by the Dallas 
Sting, but Mackillop 


pointed out that a loss to a 
club side should be seen in 
relation to the vast differ- 
ences between the structure 
of women’s Soccer in the two 
countries. 

“There are 75,000 club 
players under the age of 19 in 
northern Texas alone,” he 
said. “And this compares 
with a total registration for 
Australia of about 10,000. 

“I am not certain, but it, 
could have been that the 
Sting, the largest club in the 
area, had more registered 
players than the whole of 
Australia.” 


It was not so much the 
numbers, but the organisa- 
tion which impressed Mack- 


illop. 
While the ACT senior 
competition counts _ itself 


lucky to have a referee for 
each game on Sunday mor- 
nings, the Dallas junior 
leauges had a referee and 
two linespeople for ail 
games from under six 
upwards. 


“Then there is the atten- 
tion paid to coaching. Here a 
girl’s first introduction to 
Soccer is generally in the 
schools where coaching can 
be of a low standard. 

“In the US they are keen 
to get top coaches for their 
juniors — and they are pre- 
pared to pay for them.” 

All this costs money and it 
was quite normal for a player 
to pay $200 a month to cover 
match officials, coaches”

“This means that Soccer 
there has become a sport for 
the well-heeled — my im- 
pression was that the major- 
ity of players were white and 
middle class.”” 

And despite these mate- 
rial advantages the Texans 
showed themselves willing 
to learn from the Austra- 
lians. 

“We were considered a 
finesse side with superior 
skills as a team. American 
players showed consider- 
able individual skills — ball 
juggling and things like that 
— but while they had plenty 
of aggression, only at the 
very top did they combine 
well as a team.” 


And can Australian 
women’s Soccer learn from 
the Dallas experience? 


“They pay great attention to 
detail — apart from referees 
and coaches there are always 
plenty of bails, nets and flags 
for the games. 

“I believe we will have to 
consider aspects which we 
might believe are trivial but 
which appeal to youngsters 
— such as smart uniforms, 
badges and tee-shirts — as 
well as continuing with in- 
centives like trips away. 

“It works in Texas. Soccet 
there is perceived to be pre:

MICHEL PLATINI BIDS ADIEU... 


THE great Frenchman MICHEL PLATINI has officially retired. 


France’s magnificent mid- 
fielder will never grace the 
world football stage again as 
a professional player. 

Sadly the  three-times 
European Footballer of the 
Year ended his 
monumentous career last 
weekend when Juyentus de- 
feated Brescia 3-2. 

His last game was an 
emotional one and the 
splendid midfielder was 
given a most deserved stand- 
ing ovation at the end. Fit- 
tingly he went out a winner 
although his only regret was 
not winning the biggest prize 
of them all — the World Cup 
with France. 


In fact that was the only 
prize he failed to collect in 
that illustrious career span- 
ning just three clubs, Nancy, 
St. Etienne and Juventus. 

With the champion Italian 
club he transferred to in 1982 
he won the Championship, 
Cup, European Champions’ 
Cup, European Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup, European Super 
Cup and the World Club 
Championship. 


During the World club 
championship it was Platini 
at his most sensational 
against Argentinian cham- 
pions Argentinos Juniors. 
He scored one goal, had one 


of the most amazing ever 
seen disallowed incorrectly 
and he laid on the other to 
level the game at 2-2 and 
take the match into pena- 
lites, where fittingly he 
struck the winner. 

With the French national 
team he played in three 
World Cups, twice making 
the semi-finals, finishing 
fourth in 1982 and third in 
1986 and won the European 
Championship at home in 


1984. During European 
Championship Platini 
scored an incredible nine 


goals in five games! 


Now that he has drawn the 
curtain, Platini will focus his 
attentions to his thriving 
sports store business in his 
native France and concen- 
trate on the anti-drug cam- 
paign he is so deeply in- 
volved in. 


It is not surprising to note 
that when Platini was not in 
top form Juventus rarely 
were also. For instance in 
this season’s European Cup, 
Platini was unable to pro- 
duce any of the sparkle 
against Spanish champions 
Real Madrid and the Zebras 
went out on penalties. 

But often was the time 
that the Gaelic wizard would 
turn a game and win it almost 


on his own for the Turin- 
based club. 


There were plenty of 
rumours abounding that 
Platini would move to any 
number of clubs at the end of 
his contract with Juve. 
Teams such as Barcelona, 
St. Etienne, Racing de Paris 


(where Pierre  Littbarski, 
Enzo Francescoli and 
Ruben Paz are unhappy), 
River Plate, | Sampdoria 


were all named as likely 
candidates for his signature 
but Platini said in the end 
that he was happy to finish 
up with Juventus. 


“Juventus and football in 
general has been very good 
to me,” he says. “I could 
think of no better club to fin- 
ish my career with and so it 
shall be. 


“['ve been proud to be in- 
yolved in such great teams as 
France, Juventus and St. 
Etienne and will treasure the 
memories foreover.” 


And so closes the final 
chapter of a truly magnifi- 
cent sportsman and person. 

Noting that France and 
Italy were his domains it is 
fitting to say, au revoir 
Signor Platini ... and 
thanks for the memories. 


GOTHENBURG of Sweden re- 
gained possession of the Euro- 
pean Football Union (UEFA) Cup 
when they achieved an impressive 
1-1 draw in the second leg of the 
final against Scotland's Dundee 
United. 

The Swedes, winners in 1982 
and fielding five survivors of that 
triumph, arrived in Scotland 
defending a slender 1-0 first leg 
advantage and they calmly 
absorbed the Scots’ early 
onslaught to score a vital away 
goal after 23 minutes.
